Again at 5 p. m., she saw him 
still asleep. She tried to rouse him, Dut 
could not, ‘and called her mother. The 
yy was dying. A doctor who was 
called said he had taken either morphine 
or laudanum. They walked with him 
and worked with him until 8 p. m., 
when he died. 

He left no note, nor could any bottle 
that had contained poison be found. 


YOUTH FOUND DEAD IN BED

Will Be Known as the Mercan- 
tile, With Offices ‘With 
Trust. Co. 





The Mercantile National Bank, with 
Kestus J. Wade as president, will open 
for business in the banking offices of 
the Mercantile Trust Co.., Jan. 14. 

The new bank will have a capital of 
$1,500,000 and a surplus of $600,000. 

The charter for the bank was granted 
by the Comptroller of the Currency in 
Washington Thursday. 

The directors of the new bank will be 
L. D. Dozier, Paul Brown, James Camp- 
bell, W. J. Kinsella, David Eiseman, 
James J. Butler, George W. Wilson and 
Festus J. Wade. 

George W. Wilson will be vice-presi- 
dent and Edward Buder cashier. 


Bank Is No. 9297. 

Mr. Wade received the following tele- 

gram from T. F. Kane, deputy and act- 
ing “omptroller of the Currency, Thurs- 
day: , 
‘“‘Mercantile National Bank organiza- 
tion papers and bonds received. The 
Mercantile National Bank of St. Louis, 
No. 9297, today authorized to begin busi- 
ness. Charter handed to Wlilson.”’ 

Mr. Wilson is now in Washington, 
having gone there to present the organ- 
ization papers to the department. 

Mr. Wade told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the new bank will be ready 
for business by Jan. 14. and it will oc- 
cupy rooms in the Mercantile Trust 
building. 

Festus .J. Wade, discussing the new 
bank, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“Our organization is now only tempo- 
rary. We will have 2 directors and 
elect additional officers in about three 
weeks. ; 

Reasons for Organization. 

“The reasons for the organization of 
the new bank may be briefly stated 
as follows: .

“National banks may become the de- 
positaries of the reserve and other funds 
of other national banks, and so increase 
their own usefulness to the community 
in which their business is carried on.

It is probable that there will not be

tial résults, and the concensus of opin- 
ion is thatthe Councils, as a body, 
should do nothing but allow the affair 
to take its course in the courts. 

According to a statement by a mern- 
ber of the Voters’ League, a great num- 
ber of. prominent and wealthy Pitts- 
burgers have offered assistance in mak- 
ing the “clean-up’” complete. The 
Voters’ League depends on donations 
of money to carry on its work, and 
numerous wealthy citizens have told it 
to “Go the limit.” 

It is recognized the scandal will have 
a potent effect on the city election next 
fall. Every faction of politics is stirred, 
and denials are being made by prbspéc- 
tive candidates that they were. impli- 
cated, directly oryfndirectly, in the al- 
leged corruptions.

Secretary Morrison, who was 
given the lightest sentence of the trio 
of leadera—six months—was at the Fed- 
eration headquarters, however, busy 
with his routine duties. 

Active steps in the framing of the 
fight against the carrying out of the 
sentences are not likely until next week 
and Secretary Morrison said today the 
plan so far as the officials of the Fed- 
eration themselves foresee, is to do 
nothing about it until after the holidays. 

Ne Limit to Power. 

“It seems,’’ said Mr. Morrison, ‘“‘that 
in the District of Columbia there is 
really no limit to the sentence that can 
be imposed for contempt of court. Ina 
great many states there is a limit. In 
New York, for instance, six months is 
the maximum. 

“We intend to exhaust every effort to 
sustain our right to e free press and free 
speech. I believe confidently that the 
position taken by the Federation is right 
and that the citizens of this country 
will ratify the attitude of the Federa- 
tion in this matter. I believe that they 
will give to the trades unionists the 
same rights and privileges that are being 
accorded to trades unionists in Great 
Britain, as provided for by the Trades 
Dispute Act adopted there two ‘years 
ago. Mr. Gompers referred to that act 
in his speech to the court yesterday. 
Under that act a union cannot be mulc- 
ted in damages on account of a strike.”’ 

Arguments Probably in March. 

It is not likely that arguments on the 
appeal will be heard in the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia un- 
til March, and perhaps not then, The 
defendants have 4 days in which to 
perfect their appeal, and upon a proper 
showing the Court, in its discretion, 
may extend the time. It is mandatory, 
however, that the appeal bond must be 
filed within 2% days. 

In view of the great importance of 
the case and the widespread interest 
it has provoked throughout the’ ceun- 
try, it is the general feeliag here that 
the hearing before the Court of Ap- 
peals will be long, bringing together 
noted counsel on both sides. 

Should the upper court sustain the 
ruling of Justice Wright and a further 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States is granted, the case neces- 
sarily would not come up for decision 
in the highest tribunal in the land until 
the, fall term, which begins next Oc- 
tober. — 

The ruling of Justice Wright was the 
absorbing topic of conversation here to- 
day, and both eides are preparing for a 
legal battle which, it is believed, wil!

Man Resents Use of Word “Way-

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 4.—J. Frank 
Baumgardner, proprietor of a print 
shop, list night beat David Boyd, su- 
perintendent of the Syracuse braneh of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, into insensibility with the butt 
end of a whip such as is used by mule 
drivers.
